Conductors Powerless, Public Serv- 
ice Body Is Told—City Ordi- 
nance to Be Drawn. 

An ordinance to prohibit smoking 
on street cars will be prepared by 
City Counselor Daues for submission 
to the Board of Aldermen. Daues 
announced his intention yesterday 
after Col. A. T. Perkins, manager for 
the receiver of the United Railways, 
told the State Public Service Co:n- 
mission that the company had vir- 


tually quit trying to enforce the! 


“smoking - in - rear - seats - when - 
windows-are-open” rule. 

Col. Perkins said that many com- 
plaints had been received against 
smoking on the cars, but that the 
company was powerless, as there was 
mo ordinance to back up any effort 
to prevent smoking by passengefs. 

As a result of the company’s ina- 
bility to enforce .he rear-seat smok- 
ing rule, he said, smokers had taken 
@dvantage of the situation and were 
smoking in all parts of the cars. The 
practice is objectionable to a large 
percentage of passengers, he saii, 
but the company could do nothing 
about it. Conductors could merely 
request passengers to stop smoking, 
he said, but that was as far as their 
jurisdiction went.

Far Behind Other Districts of U. S. 


By Davison Obear, 
Secretary St. Louis Tennis Associa- 
tion. 

The national ranking of tennis 
players on the basis of 1919 tourna- 
ment play clearly indicates a need 
for greater development of cham- 
pionship material in the Central 
West. A glance at the first 20 rank= 
ing players substantiates this need 
as the name of only one player, 
Walter Hayes of Chicago, appears. 
The others come from Eastern and 
Western coast cities. In the doubles 
the team of James Weber and Lu- 
cien Williams of Chicago is the 
only representative of the western 
section. 

In the women’s singles Miss Cor- 
inne Gould of this city upholds the 
honor of the Central West in the 
ranking of the first 10 and Miss 
Helen Baker of San Francisco is 
the only other star so ranked who 
does not live in the East. 

To equal the prestige set by the 
cities of the two coast lines some- 
thing must be done by the tennis 
organizations in this immediate ter- 
ritory. Steps must be taken where- 
by players from localities like Chi- 
cago, Kansas City and St. Louis are 


given more opportunity to meet the 


California and Eastern stars. The 
greatest advantage in this regard 
would be entrance in the National 
Championship held annually at 
Forest Hills, N.  Y. Here 
players from almost every important 
center congregate. Perhaps the 
National Clay Court tournament and 
the East vs, West matches are the 
next In the order of importance, 
Stars May Be Sent East.
